Sloan and Lyons said Ray Stewart had 
been committed previously, and-is an unruly 
and bad boy, and tried to show that he in- 
flicted the injuries on himself to gain sym- 
pathy and make a case against the guard. 
This roused the Judge still more, and he told 
Sloan if he did not keep quiet he would also

/* “Without any warning General Ludlow, 
acting on the advice of Governor Brooke, I 
am led to believe, sent troops to our pub- 
lication and printing offices, 37 O'Reilly 
street, Havana, and seized the entire plant, 
placing a guard there.

were informed by him that the paper had 
been suppressed because of our attacks upon 
his administration. 

We asked him if we hac ever made an 
attack on him other than as an official and 
he replied in the negative. We pointed out 
to him that our position as a purely inde- 
pendent journal required us to take cog- 
nizance of errors of omission and commis- 
sion, whether American or Cuban, and we 
showed him that our criticisms of the latter 
were as outspoken and more frequent than 
in the case of Americans. 

“General Ludlow refused, however,

It was with the object of lending color to 
this extraordinary charge against Nicholas 
of Montenegro that Milan, immediately after 
making it, caused the arrest of the first 
cousin of the Montenegrin ruler, Bozo 
Petrowitch, who has until now made his 
‘home at Belgrade. He was forced, how- 


Bozo is one of the most extraordinary 
characters in existence. He is a singularly 
handsome man, of gigantic stature, and a 
champion of athletics in a country like Mon- 
tenegro, where every man is an athiete. 
Indeed, he may be said to hold the record 
for jumping, having on one memorable oc- 
casion bounded over a mountain chasm 
exactly twenty-seven feet wide. Brought 


Prince of Montenegro, he had to be re- 
moved from Paris, where he was at college, 
owing to his misconduct, and on his return 
became a suitor for Princess Zorka, eldest | 
daughter of Prince Nicholas. Zorka, how- 
ever, rejected his suit, in order to marry 
Prince Peter Kara Georgewitch, the pre- 
‘tender to the Servian throne, whom she not 
a by no means inconsolable widower a few 
years ago. 

Bozo was at one time a candidate for the 
throne of Bulgaria, and afterwards for that 
of Crete, his pretension in each instance 
being publicly repudiated by his cousin, 
Prince Nicholas. Bozo thereupon became 
one of the bitterest enemies of the Prince, 
and, on an order being issued for his arrest, 
fied to Servia, where he became the boon 
companion of King Milan and his associate 
in all sorts of debaucheries and public scan- 
dals. Eventually Bozo quarreled with him,

f Ira. Henrikka Bratz and “ Elder” D. C. 
Holmes, divine healers” and officials of 
Dr. John Alexander Dowie's institution. 
were held to the grand jury yesterday by 
the Coroner’s jury in the inquest over the 
death of Mrs. Annetia Flanders. They are 
charged with being criminally responsible 
for the death of Mrs. Flanders, who died of 
blood poisoning at St. Luke's Hospital on 
“July 28 after receiving their divine heal- 
“dng” treatment. The specific charge was 
criminal negligence and malpractice. 
Mrs. Bratz and Elder Holmes, who 
Were present at the inquest as witnesses, 
were arrested immediately, taken in a patrol 
‘wagon to the County Jail, and locked up. 
- Officials of the Dowie institution who called 
“to offer bonds for the release of the prison- 
ers were informed by Assistant State’s At- 
_torney A. C. Barnes of the necessity of se- 


-eourt. 

These friends of the accused divine 
healers "’ were busy throughout the evening 
trying to secure an order for their release, 
and late at night their efforts were crowned 
with success. After scurrying about town 


they found Judge Waterman at his house 


and secured an order from him admitting the 
Prisoners to bail. They then hurried to the 
County Jail, where they secured the release 
of Mrs. Bratz and Elder Holmes. 

The verdict reached by the Coroner’s jury, 
on the announcement of which Mrs. Bratz 
and Elder Holmes were taken into cus- 
tody, was in part as follows: 

We find that Mrs. Annetia Flanders 
came to her death on the 28th day of July 
“from peritonitis and puerperal septicemia, 
at St. Luke’s Hospital, caused by criminal 
_megligence (malpractice) on the part of one 

De Witt Holmes and one Henrikka Bratz 
on the premises of the house known as 1608 
Indiana avenue, on or about July 15. 
And from the evidence presented we. the 
jury, recommend that the said De Witt 
olmes and the said Henrikka Bratz be 
-held to the grand. jury until ee by 
due process of law.“
